Hike  In  Tuition 
Taken  Calmly 

The  tuition  picture  isn’t  quite 
as  grim  as  it  looked  yesterday. 
It  is  going  up,  but  the  increase 
is  $40  for  members  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  or  a total  of  $320  for 
members. 

Non-members  face  a hike  of 
.$110  more  than  Church  members, 
a total  of  $430  for  their  fees  and 
tuition. 

BOTH  RAISES  were  made 
from  the  present  rate  of  $280  for 
all  BYU  students.

Examines 
U.S.  ‘Negro’ 

“We  are  in  the  Negev  Desert 
in  world  affairs,”  themed  the  ad- 
dress given  by  Richard  C.  Hot- 
telet  in  the  forum  assembly  held 
Thursday  ih  the  Smith  ' Field- 
house. 

Mr.  Hottelet,  -a  foreign  corres- 
pondent and  world-  political  ob- 
server, and  presently  a TV  com- 
mentator for  CBS  analyzing 
United  Nations  activities,  stated 
that  there  are  two  “focal  prob- 
lems” which  put  us  in  the  “Negev 
Desert.” 

THE  FIRST  is  the  historic  de- 
velopment of  mankind  in  our 
generation  which  has  caused  the 
world  to  “shrink  to  the  size  of 
an  orange.”  The  second  is  the  ex- 
istence of  the  “unscrupulous  body 
of  belief’  (Communism)  which 
is  trying  to  seiz6  th^  “revolution 
of  rising  expectations.” 

IN  RESPONSE  TO  the  ques- 
tion “Where  will  we  go?”,  Mr. 
Mottelet  said  that  the  problem  of 
civil  rights  is  the  most  far  reach- 
ing.

Electronic  Computer 

BYU’s  new'  electronic  giant,  the  IBM  7040,  will  host 
an  openhonse  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  from  9 a.m,-6  p.m.  in 
the  basement  D-wing  of  the  Smoot  Administration  Bldg. 

The_University  is  being  invited  Tuesday  and  Provoans 
Wednesday. 

LECTURES  AND  displays  will  help  enlighten  visitors 
about  the  makeup  and  capabilities  of  the  new  7040  computer. 
A closed  circuit  television  camera  will  give  visitors  a close-up 
view  of  the  machine  in  operation. 

As  added  features  of  the  tour  and  to  provide  back- 
ground, recordings  of  an  IBM  computer  actually  speaking 
and  creating  music  will  be  played.  The  machine  doing  the 
speaking  is  the  same  type  as  the  BYU  computer  with  an 
amplifier,  attached. 

THE  NEW  COMPUTER,  which  can  read  60,000  char- 
acters per  second  and  do  62,500  additions  per  second,  is  being 
used  for  research  for  faculty  and  students  in  all  fields  of 
knowledge,  training  of  students  and  faculty  in  the  latest 
computer  technology,  computer  research  on  genealogical  pro- 
blems of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
and  for  administrative  data. 

'“We  would  like  to  acquaint  students,  faculty  and  local 
people  with  the  equipment  and  its  cai^abiiities.  We  feel  that 
the  installation  of  this  computer  is  a major  step  forward  for 
BYU  and  invite  everyone  to  visit  with  us  Tuesday  or  Wed- 
nesday,” said  Dr.  Gary  Carlson,  director  of  the  Computer 
Research  Center.

tuition  hike  calmly.  The  general 
concensus  seems  to  be  that  a 
tuition  rise  was  inevitable;  most 
Students'  were  willing  to  dig  a 
little  deeper  for  the  buildings  in- 
creasing BYU’s  facilities. 

ONE  STUDENT  remarked,  “If 
the  General  Authorities  think  a 
Xise  in  tuition  is  necessary,  I’ll 
go  along  with  them.” 

A senior  coed  from  Salt  Lake 
City  pointed  out  that  non-mem- 
bers will  still  be  paying  less  than 
they  would  at  most  other  private 
and  church  colleges. 

(For  example,  Stanford  rates 
are  $1,260;  Southern  Methodist, 
$890:  Notre  Dame,  $1200;  Reed 
College,  $1,5^:  Whitman,  $1,000; 
Syracuse,.  $1,460;  Northwestern. 
$1,260;  Columbia,  $1,585;  Har- 
vard, $1,520;  and  Pennsylvania, 
$1,630.) 

MOST  STUDENTS  also  seem- 
ed to  feel  that  it  was  fair  to  raise 
the  tuition  of  non-members  more 
than  that  of  members. 

A Utah  junior  gave  his  views: 
“Tithe  payers  support  the  insti- 
tution and  since  it’s  a private  in- 
stitution, why  shouldn’t  non- 
members pay  more?  Many  stu- 
dents come  here  who  are  not  par- 
ticularly interested  in  the  Church. 
They’re  more  interested  in  the 
physics  program  or  some  other 
program  so  why  shouldn’t  they 
pay  as  much  as  they  would  at  an- 
other university  of  such  quality?” 

THIS  VIEW  WAS  corroborated 
by  a non-member  sophmore: 
“Even  the  members  don’t  pay 
enough  to  make  up  for  the  loss 
the  Church  takes.  The  members 
, should  fee!  it  was  unfair  for  the 
non-members  to  pay  the  same 
amount  they  do.” 

One  faculty  member  with  two 
sons  studying  at  BYU  argued 
that  tuition  is  only  about  one- 
lenth  of  the  cost  of  going  to 
school  anyway  so  the  small  in- 
crease “won’t  make  much  dif- 
ference.”

Russia’s  Best  Hotel  Has  Orange  Water 


BUILDINGS 


In  Moscow  we  stayed  at  the 
hotel  Leningradskaia.  This  was 
one  of  their  best  hotels  and  was 
built  in  the  nineteen  fifties.  I 
walked  into  my  room  which  was 
very  bare.  It  had  a simple  wood- 
en floor  with  several  throw  rugs. 
I turned  on  the  faucet  in  the 
bathroom  sink  and  out  came  a 
rusty  orange  water  which  lasted 
for  several  minutes.  When  I fill- 
ed the  tub  with  '.water,  it  was  a 
light  brown  color  with  tiny  sedi- 
ments in  it.  I didn’t  know  which 
was  the  dirtiest,  me  or  the  bath 
water. 


The  door  to  my  room  had  been 
painted  not  too  long  before.  It 
looked  like  it  had' been  painted 
with  a broom,  or  a mop.  There 
were  gobs  of  paint  where  it  had- 
n’t been  stroked  out. 

Everywhere  we  went  we  saw 
evidence  of  very  bad  workman- 
ship. In  Leningrad  we  stayed  at 


the  hotel  Rossiia  which  was  only 
three  months  old.  Already  the 
plaster  on  the  ceiling  had  a large 
crack  in  it,  and  the  supporting 
pillars  were  not  square  with  the 
floor. 

Some  of  the  brick  apartment 
houses  have  nets  to  keep  the 
bricks  that  fall  off  the  building 
from  hitting  a pedestrian.  They 
have  five  and  six  story  apart- 
ments with  no  elevators,  and 
sometimes  a whole  floor  shares 
one  kitchen. 

We  saw  many  new  apartment 
houses  being  built.  Although  with 
a yearly  birth  rate  about  three 
and  a half  million,  I wonder  if 
they  are  keeping  up  with  the 
birth  rate,  let  along  moving  oth- 
ers out  of  their  shacks. 

The  way  Khrushchev  talks,  the 
standard  of  living  in  Russia  is 
going  “great  guns.”  It  is  my  feel- 
ing that  they  have  a long  way 
to  go  to  reach  a standard  of  liv- 
ing that  we  would  regard  as  ade- 
quate.

BRlTIvSH  TROOPS  were  rush- 
ed to  the  area  to  try  to  separate 
the  warring  camps  in  the  hostil- 
ities that  erupted  just  a day  af- 
ter an  emergency  U.S.  airlift 
flew  out  most  of  the  American 
women  and  children  from  Cyp- 
rus. 

At  least  six  Greek  Cypriots 
were  reported  killed,  five  of  them 
pTHicemen  or  soldiers,  and  about 
15  others  hospitalized.  . 

TURKISH  CYPRIOT  casualties 
were  not  known,  but  they  were 
believed  to  be  heavy. 

The  village  of  Ayios  Sozomen- 
os,  some  16  miles  from  Nicosia, 
was  ond  of  the  hardest  hit  in  the 
day-long  series  of  clashes. 'The 
village  was  reported  in  flames. 
British  troops  sealed  off  the  ro^ 
leading  to  it. 

THE  BRITISH  troops  were 
placed  on  a “priority  alert” 
throughout'  the  island.  Brig. 
Ro^Vley  Gibbs  made  an  exnerg- 
■ency  trip  by  helicopter  from  Nic- 
osia to  command  troops  at  the 
scene.  He  appeared  to  have  es- 
tablished an  uneasy  truce  in 
some  areeis. 

The  fighting  was  the  worst  on 
the  island  since  the  Christmas 
holiday  fighting  between  the 
feuding  Turkish  and  Greek  Cyp- 
riots which  took  a toll  of  at  least 
200  dead. 


Giant  Watutsi 
Begin  March 
Bearing  Arms 

NAIROBI,  KENYA,  (UPD— A 
ragged  army  of  3,(X)0  giant  Wa- 
tutsi tribesmen  was  reported 
marching  from  the  Congo  on 
neighboring  Rwanda  'Thursday 
bent  on  avenging  the  alleged 
massacre  of  thousands  of-  ttreir 
tribesmen  by  tiny  warriors  of  the 
fierce  Bahutu  tribe. 

The  Watutsis,  members  of  a 
tribe  of  proud,  7-foot-tall  fight- 
ing m.en,  were  described  as  arm- 
ed only  with  bows  and  arrows 
as  they  headed  for  Rwanda 
where  unofficial  reports  have 
said  some  8,000  of  their  fellow 
tribesmen  have  been  wiped  out 
by  the  Bahutus. 

The  newspaper  Daily  Nation 
here  said  the  Watutsis  will  face 
a Belgian-officered  Rwanda  army 
equipped  with  machineguns,  mor- 
tars and  automatic  weapons.  One 
missionary  in  the  border  area  was 
quoted  as  saying:  “they  will  be 
mown  down  like  flies.” 

The  reports  of  new  tribal  hos- 
tilities in  the  East  Central  Afri- 
can area  added  to  a continuing 
groundswell  of  violence,  terror- 
ism and  unrest  in  scattered  areas 
of  the  continent. 
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Air  Force  Honor 
Three  Airmen 
Of  Plane  Crash 

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — The 
Air  Force  top  command  Thurs- 
day honored  three  “victims  of  the 
cold  war”  who  died  when  their 
unarmed  jet  trainer  was  shot 
down  by  Soviet  Jets  in  East  Ger- 
many last  week. 

IN  SOLEMN  ceremonies  at  An- 
drews Air  Force  Base,  Md.,  on 
the  arrival  of  the  bodies  of  the 
three  officers  from  Wiesbaden, 
Germany,  Air  Force  Secretary 
Eugene  M.  Zuckert  told  their 
families: 

“Your  husbands'  and  fathers 
were  stationed  in  Europe  in  the 
defense  of  the  free  world  and 
through  a brutal  act  became  vic- 
tims of  the  cold  war.  The  men 
and  women  of  the  United  States 
Air  Force  join  me  in  expressing 
our  deepest  sympathy.” 

MEANWHILE,  the  State  De- 
partment formally  protested  the 
incident  in  a note  to  Moscow.  It 
confirmed  an  oral  protest  made 
to  a Soviet  Embassy  official  Jan. 
28,  the  day  after  the  T39  trainer 
was  shot  down.

HeartCake 
Is  Favorite 

A heart-shaped  cake!  What 
could  be  more  delightful  for  a 
Valentine  dinner  center  piece  or 
for  a surprise  dessert? 

“It’s  so  simple  to  make,  you 
will  wonder  why  you  haven’t 
thought  of  it  sooner,’’  remarked 
Ardean  Toler,  Universe  society 
editor.  , 

“There  is  no  need  for  heart- 
shaped  cake  pans.  Just  bake 
your  favorite  cake  in  a square 
and  round  cake  pan,”  explained 
Miss  Toler. 

The  only  precaution  is  to  make 
sure  the  side  of  the  square-  pan 
is  equal  to  the  diameter  of  the 
round  pan.  Also  try  to  get  the 
same  amount  of  cake  batter  in 
each  pan.  If  you  don’t,  the  heart 
will  be  lopsided. 

'After  the  cake  has  cooled,  cut 
the  round  cake  in  half  through 
the  middle.  Turn  the  square  cake 
so  it  forms  a diamond  and  place 
the  round  cake  halves  on  the  two 
upper  sides  of  the  diamond. 

“It  is  best  to  use  a fluffy  type 
frosting  such  as  Seven  Minute  or 
Divinity  Frosting.  This  will  help 
to  cover  the  cracks  cause  by  put- 
ting the  cake  together,”  said  Miss 
Toler. 

“One  idea  in  decorating  is 
to  use  pink  frosting  and  sprinkle 
shredded  cocoanut  around  the 
edges  'to  give  the  lace  effect,” 
commented  Miss  Toler. 

A variation  of  this  idea  is  use 
white  frosting  and  color  the  co- 
coanut pink  with  red  food  color- 
ing. Candy  silver  balls  or  red 
cinnamon  hearts  add  a final  fin- 
ishing touch  to  the  cake. 

“Paper  dollies  can  also  be 
placed  under  the  edges  of  the 
cake  to  add  frilliness,”  added 
Miss  Toler. 

To  streamline  the  process  use 
a cake  and  frosting  mix.  But 
whatever  you  do,  try  it  this  Val- 
entine’s Day!
